TEACHERS TO MAKE 
PLANS FOR TEACHING 
ILLITERATES HERE

Meeting of All Mason County School 
Teachers to Be Held In Mnys,lllc 
Saturday to Make Plans For 
Moonlight Schools. 

Superintendent George H. Turnip- 
seed has called a special meeting ot 
the Mason county school teachers at 
his office Saturday when final plans 
will be made tor the formal opening 
of the Moonlight schools In this coun- 
ty during the coming season when a 
desperate effort will be made to teach 
every Illiterate man and woman !n 
Mason county to read and write. 

EVery school teacher In Mason 
county haa volunteered to conduct this 
year a Moonlight school four evenings 
In the week for six straight weeks be- 
ginning on Monday, October 6th, and 
during these six weeks the county 
teachers hope to accomplish much to- 
ward reducing the percentage of Illit- 
eracy In Mason county. 

This is the first time In the history 
of Maior. county that all of the coun- 
ty t»ehera have agreed to conduct 
moonlight schools and Superintendent 
Turalpseed and the state Illiteracy 
Commission are expecting great 
things to be accomplished. The toach 
erB wilt receive no extra pay for this 
moonlight school term and every per 
son In the county who knows of an 
Illiterate la requested and urged to 
make an effort to have mat Illiterate 
enlisted in the nearest Moonlight 
school and thus help make Mason 
county a county of few Illiterates.

A very enthusiastic meeting of the 
patrons and friends of the Limestone 
school was held Thursday evening at 
the school house for the purpose of 
organizing a Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion.

Au Illiteracy 
committee was appointed and will 
canvass the school district to report 
the Illiterates and try to have them 
enlisted for the opening of the Moon- 
light school on October 6th.

Mayor Thomas M. Ilusst'il Is just In 
receipt of the following communica- 
tion from the Associated Highways of 
America, which is an effort to have 
cities and towns make a landing place 
for Aeroplanes that they may be In- 
cluded In a transcontinental High- 
way: 

Kansas City, Mo., September 25, '19. 
Inasmuch as It seems that the areo- 
plane has reached u stale of develop- 
ment that Is dependent on the honey- 
combing of the country with landing 
places before the Industry can come 
Into Its own. to secure which It will 
probably be necessary to carry on ed- 
ucational campaigns by some patriotic 
organization similnr to the campaigns 
carried on by road organizations and 
as the road boosters in each commun- 
ity have quite generally been the fel- 
lows who have forseen the benefits to 
be derived by their communities by 
those public movements it is believed 
that they will he the ones who will 
take hold of this movement; hence It 
has been thought very logical for the 
Associated Highway of America, the 
largest working combination of speci- 
fic routes, to sponsor the movement 
until it could get a definite organiza- 
tion of Us own. 

Therefore we hereby Issue a call for 
representatives from those towns and 
cities that believe they can provide 
adequate landing fields for aeroplanes 
making cross country flights, either 
for passenger, mall or freight service, 
to meet In session at Kansas City, Mo.. 
Thursday, October 30, 1919, at Hotel 
Muehlebach, at 1 a. m. for the purpose 
of discussing whether the future out- 
look for the aeroplane Justifies the 
formation of an organization to pro- 
mote an educational program to se- 
cure landing fields and co-operation 
between same: and If so to organize 
some such association. 

In the Initial organization we will 
recognize one delegate for each 1.000 
population from any town or city In 
the United States (no town to have 
more than IB delegates,), appointed by 
the mayor, Chamber of Commerce or 
similar civic organization. 

After the convention Is organized 
along these lines we will turn It over 
to those present for whatever action 
they deem wise. 

It haa been suggested that the base- 
ball park which has been leased by a 
party of local men for amusement 
purposes for next year, would make 
a splendid landing field for airplane:) 
and this field may be offered to the 
highway association by the men con- 
trollng It for the purpose of a local 
landing field. A representative of the 
association may come here in the near 
future to survey the field and lay It 
out for use. This may mean that 
Maysvllle will have many airplanes 
coming this way with Maysvllle as a 
Btopplng place. 



Paris, Ky„ September 26. — John 
Webb, aged 26, a son of James Webb, 
formerly of Clark county, was killed 
by a live wire here Thursday morn- 
ing. 

Webb, who was In the employ of the 
Cumberland Telephone & Telegraph 
Company, was working on a pole at 
the corner of Second and Main streets. 
An electric wire was also attached to 
the pole, to which Webb had strapped 
hlmseU. Both arms struck the live 
wire and held him prisoner. 

Twenty-three hundred volts shot thru 
his body and ho was held suspended 
while the flesh on, his arms almost 
cooked. His body collapsed, and hung 
on the pole. 

Finally a block and tackle was rig- 
ged up, the unconscious man released 
and lowered to the ground. 

A physician workod with him forty- 
five minutes hut could not rejuvenate 
the life spark. 

Webb was widely known and had 
recently returned from overseas. He 
had worked for the Cumberland com- 
pany about six years.

Washington, September 26.— The 
right of the employes to have some 
voice In determlng the conditions un- 
der which they work is the paramount 
Issue In the strike of steel workers, 
Samuel Gompers, president ot the 
American Federation of Labor, told 
the Senate Investigating committee to- 
day. Appearing as the second wit- 
ness for labor, Mr. Gompers was first 
asked by Chairman Kenyon to define 
the issues In the controversy. 

"The right to be heard is what the 
steel workers are BBklng above all 
else," Gompers said. "The right to 
speak with their employers 'rough 
their own representatives, to' "\ave 
some volco in determining condition 
under which they work. 

"The right of workers to associate 
has been denied— denied with all the 
power and influence and wealth of the 
steel corporation— denied by brutal 
and unwarrantable means. 

"It has been said that most of the 
men taking part In this Btrlke are 
of foreign birth and not naturalized 
citizens. That may be and no doubt 
Is true. The largest proportion of 
steel corporation employes are of for- 
eign birth, but these men were brought 
here by the companies. 

"There was for years a systematic 
effort to bring In these gangs from 
Russia. There was a systematic ef- 
fort to eliminate Americans. They 
have a harvest to reap now."

PAY ROLLS 

Thirteen hundred officers have resigned from the regular array 
since ' tie armistice was signed, or one in every eight. The general 
Btjpiifl exercised about it and recently ordered an investigation. The 
/report shown that high cost of living is the chief cause, and remarks 
that the war department is now paying a hodearrier substantially as 
much as a second lieutenant, and :i plasterer more than a first lieu- 
tenant—who may have had seven years of university and hospital 
training. Both pay and allowance i of the army officer are included, 
and he gives all his time against 1 he wage earner's eight hours. 

Perhaps in an ideal adjustment of human values a plasterer if. 
worth more than a first lieutenant or than a brigadier general; but 
the plasterer's seven and a quarter dollars a day, he says, barely 
covers his cost of living, and a first lieutenant has been brought up 
and educated to a more expensive plane of living. 

The chief victims of this high cost of living are the salary earn- 
ers, the savers, and unorganized inarticulate wage laborers. And 
they get the least consideration, because they are usually not in a 
position to raise a row. The govi rnment is no better employer, from 
the point of view of the people ( i its pay roll or from the point of 
view of the people on its pay roll or from the point of view of so- 
ciety as 0 whole, than any privat concern is. It pays its lieutenants 
now just what it paid them in 1!' \ and it can hardly pay them more, 
precisely because it has to pay it plasterers seven and a quarter do], 
lars a day — or more if the plas: rers energetically demand it. Its 
pay roll exhibits the same ineqw Illy as any other; in fact, a greater 
inequality than most pay rolls. Extending the field of government 
employment of labor promises nothing. — Saturday Evening Post. 

SUICIDE AS A PROTEST 

Several Chinese patriots undertook, the other day, to commit 
suicide in the presence of Hsu Sliili Chang, president of China. They 
did it as a protest against the disposition of the Shantung province 
by the Paris peace conference. Three of them succeeded in wound 
ing themselves seriously before the guards could interfere. They 
were not brainless fanatics, either. They were merchants, teachers 
and students of good standing 

It was a characteristically Chinese thing to do. The people of 
that benighted country, when they have a grievance against any- 
body, arc not inclined to kill the offender, They prefer to annoy him 
by killing themselves in his presence. The men in this case, not be. 
ing able to die in the Hall of Mirrors at Paris, did wlial seemed the 
next best thing, and tried it in the presence of their governmental 
representatives at home.

WILSON vs. wasoK 

Washington, September 26.— Mem- 
bers of Congress who have witnessed 
the growing tendency of the Presi- 
dent to augumeut the powers of his 
high office In order' to force to suc- 
cessful completion the measures he 
deems advisable, are Interested In a 
statement made by Mr. Wilson himself 
In his "Constitutional Government In 
the United States," published In 1917. 
He then said: 

"There are Illlgltimate means by 
which the President may Influence the 
action of Congress. He may bargain 
with members, not only with regard to 
appointments, but also with regard to 
legislative measures. He may use his 
local patronage to assist members to 
get or retain their seats. He may in- 
terpose his powerful Influence, in one 
oovert way or another, in contests for 
places In the Senate. He may also 
overbear Congress by artlbtrary acts 
which Ignore the laws or virtually 
override them. He may oven substi- 
tute his own orders for Acta of Con- 
gress which he wants but cannot get 
Such things are not only deeply im- 
moral; they are destructive of the 
fundamental understandings of con- 
stitutional government Itself. They 
are aura, moreover, In a country of 
froe public opinion, to bring their own 
punishment, to destroy both the fame 
and tho power of the man who dares 
to practice 



BREST LITOVSK 
IS NOW A TOWN 
OF MANY RUINS 

Ureal Suffering In Reported In City 
Whore Germans and Kunslan N 



New York, N. Y., Septembor 26.— 
The town where the Qermans formerly 
made terms with the Russians, — Brest 
Lltovsk, In Poland, is today a place 
of ruins, disease and terrible suffer- 
ing, according to a report Just receiv- 
ed by the American JewlBh Relief 
Committee from Dr. Boris Iiogen, a 
relief worker sent abroad by the Joint 
Distribution Committee of American 
Funds for Jewish War Sufferera. 

Practically the entire population of 
26,000 persons, of whom 18,000 aro 
Jews, are living in holes In the ground, 
writes Dr. Bogen. The hospital, which 
cannot begin to accommodate all those 
suffering from various diseases In- 
duced by starvation, is still without 
windows, or doors, or any means of 
heating. There Is no work of any 
kind to be gotten, and the returning 
refugees are In desperate need. 

"It Is difficult to believe that human- 
ity can endure suffering to such an 
extent," Dr. Bogen writes. "Here the 
situation is so depressing and the need 
so great that I think it miraculous 
that the people still continue to live. 
The 'number of homeless children on 
the streets of Brest-Lllovsk is large, 
and there is s great necessity for some 
kind of an asylum for them. There 
are in addition to theso 1,100 chil- 
dren in school here, in spite of suf- 
fering and starvation. 

"The most Important question Is 
some provision for housing all tho 
people who are now living under the 
open sky in miserable holes. I have 
discussed this need with the Burgo- 
master and authorities of the city, an 
they have told me that they will be 
willing to turn over a large building, 
formerly a soldiers' barrarks, as a 
shelter for the homeless. It will re- 
quire considerable money to get this 
building Into shape, and especially to 
provide some means of heating It. The 
hospital will not be able to keep Its 
patients through the winter unless 
some provision is made or heating It. 
and doors and windows are put in. 

"The people are In u terrible condi- 
tion, and In dire want of necessities. 
A large number of houses are entirely 
destroyed, and the few that are left 
are In a horrible shape. 'It Is only 
recently that the refugees, who were 
evacuated from the city, have return- 
ed. There is practically no work for 
them, and they are in the direst need.

KENTUCKY MAN ASKS 

HELP FOR SERBIANS 



AFTER a month's Investigation 
of conditions In Serbia and a 
survey of Serbia's man power, 
Lieutenant Colonel Edgar E. 
Hume, Frankfort, Ky., an army officer, 
heading the American commission for 
relief service In the Balkans, has rec- 
ommended that the American Red 
Cross continue its work there for at 
least another year. 

"The hospitals need help most des- 
perately," he reports. "If assistance 
Is to come It muBt come promptly; 
and if it is to come promptly It must 
proceed from American sources. The 
need for rubber is very great and 
surgeons are forced to operate with 
out the protection of rubber gloves 
even In the most infectious cases. Soap 
Is another essential that has dlsap 
peared. The lack of laundry soap 
makes clean linen almost impossible. 
By continued washing with caustics, 
the hospital linens have worn out and 
cannot be replaced. The most neces- 
sary medicines are no longer In the 
hospital stores." 

To assist in relieving the distressing 
situation in Budapest, the American 
Red Cross recently ordered the ship- 
ment of a trainload of medical and sur 
gleal supplies from its warehouse in 
Belgrade. 

The train will carry American hos 
pltal equipment at all times — soaps, 
hospital garments and dletery foods— 
and will be in charge of an American 
Red Cross staff. As In many parts of 
Eastern Europe, the Red Cross work 
of relief will be done in co-operation 
with the feeding program undertaken 
by the American Relief Administra- 
tion. 

Colonel Hume also appeals to the 
American people for the relief of the 
orphans of Serbia, numbering half a 
million. He recommends an extension 
of this particular Red Cross activity 
which, due to the limited number of 
foreign workers, Includes only a small 
proportion of the fatherless and moth- 
erless children of this country. 



WAR RISK BUREAU MAKES 
RED GROSS CLEARING HOUSE 
FOR COMMUNITY PROBLEMS 



THE American Red Croas was 
officially designated as the 
clearance medium for all 
community problems of 
service men at a recent conference, 
at Washington, of the fourteen nation- 
al welfare agencies with Director 
Cholmeloy-Jones, of the War Risk In- 
surance Bureau. The future policy 
will be one of closer co-operation be- 
tween these agencies and the Red 
Cross for the government bureau, with 
a view to avoiding congestion and 
duplication of effort. 

Experience having demonstrated 
that the Red Cross. Home Service sec- 
tions are widespread and thoroughly 
trained In the regulations and methods 
of tho Bureau, Director Cholmeley- 
Jones thought it best that the Red 
Cross should become tho clearing 
agency through which all complaints 
and Inquiries regarding the difficulties 
of service men should pass. 

Most of the representatives agreed 
heartily with this plan, and in the 
future all community problems of serv- 
ice men will be cleared through local 
Home Service sections. The Red 
Cross will make available to the vari- 
ous agencies blanks and forms which 
have been prepared In co-operation 
with the War Risk Bureau. Replies 
In all caseB will be returned by the 
Red Cross to the original inquirer, 
through the organization which han- 
dled it primarily. 

Represented at the conference were: 
The Young Men's Christian Associ- 
ation, Veterans of the World War, 
American Library Association, Ameri- 
can Red Cross. Boy Scouts of America, 
Jewish Welfare Board, Salvation 
Army, Knights of Columbus, National 
Catholic War Council, National Tuber- 
culosis Society, American Legion, 
American Legion, American Jewish 
Relief, and the War Camp Community 
Service. 

This Increased responsibility places 
upon the Red Crosa.a new challenge 
and calls for an unlimited amount of 
P»ay.

Partisan Board of Control

Harlan, Ky., September 2B.— Edwin 
P. Morrow In his speech here Tuesday 
night gave a detailed outline of legis- 
lation looking to the complete removal 
from politics of the State penal and 
charitable Institutions which ho will 
ask the next General Assembly to en- 
act if he Is elected governor. 

Mr. Morrow will demand that the 
present partisan board of control be 
abolished Immediately, irrespective of 
the time at which the terms of the 
various members are to expire, and 
that all parts of existing laws which 
may be conflict with his policy, as 
hitherto announced, be repealed. 

He will ask for the enactment of a 
law creating an unsalaried, bipartisan 
board of seven members, and clothing 
them with all necessary power. ThlB 
law will provide safeguards which will 
enable the boards to carry on Its work 
unhampered by Interference on the 
part of the governor, any member of 
his official family, or any political In- 
fluence. "It Is my very earnest opin- 
ion," said Mr. Morrow, "that no Gen- 
eral Assembly will refuse to divorce 
the charitable and penal Institutions 
of Kentucky from the destructive pol- 
icy of political control." 

Mr Morrow also answered the chal- 
lense by Governor Black In his speech 
at Ilonklnsvllle, Saturday, that he 
state 'its opinion on the League of 
Nations. "It Mr. Black", said Mr. Mor- 
row 'Will show me that his election, 
or my election, or the election of any 
member of either State ticket will in 
any way secure either the ratification 
or rejection of the peace treaty, 1 Will 
be delighted to answer his question. 
Until he does this, 1 imend to confine 
my remarks to the issues at home." 

Mr Morrow spoke In the Harland 
county courthouse to an audience 
which filled all available standing 
room The courtroom is one of the 
largest in the State. He was given a 
warm reception, and his speech was 
.received with cheers. Upon his ar- 
rival Mr. Morrow was met by a big 
reception committee, led by "Uncle" 
Frank Hall. M, a nephew of John 
Shell, of Leslie county. Carrying two 
flags, I'ncle Frank preeted Mr. Mor- 
row with an embrace. The old man. 
who declared that he would rather cut 
Uls throat than vote the Democratic 
ticket, and expresses doubt whether 
Democrats go to heaven, added much 
to the occasion by shouting this war 
ory, "Right or wrong, sink or swim 
live or die, I am for Ed Morrow and 
the old Iok cabin." 

Mr. Morrow wus Introduced by 
County School Superintendent A. C. 
Jones, who Bpoke of him as the cham- 
pion of the school children of Ken- 
tucky. Mr. Jones declared that the 
recent textbook adoption made the 
school children victims of a diabolical 
political machine. Stanley, he de- 
clared, did more harm to the school 
children this year than the Influenza 
did last year.

Washlngaon, September 25. — House 
Pension committee reported favorably 
Wednesday a bill, granting a minimum 
monthly pension of $50 to the veterans 
of the war between the states. Their 
widows would receive $30 a month, 
and their children under 16 yearB $6 
a month while nurses would receive 
$30 a month. The measure would add 
$65,000,000 to the pension roll in its 
first year. 

The bill would grant $72 monthly 
to all totally disabled veterans, and 
$90 a month to those who suffer such 
disability In service.
